Herbert Hoover returns

The statement aroused considerable

Hoover gave the Increased tariff pro­ 
posals in his presidential campaign 
and the co-related fact that he is 
now embarked southward on a mis­ 
sion which will enable him to learn, 
among other things, just what the 
situation about the tariff Is below* 
the Panama Canal.

countries, chiefly* Argentine, to the 
American levies against corn, hides

In the campaign. Hoover stressed 
the idea that the tariff must be made 
effective for the American farmer. 
Many of his friends in congress, led 
by Senator Borah, his foremost cam­ 
paigner, are working for an ewtra 
session to enact higher duties 
on 
Imported farm products. 
They con­ 
tend the 50 per cent increase which 
Is the maximum the tariff commis­ 
sion can fix, is not enough to meet 
the situation. 
Borah said today he believed the 
first duty should be to the farmer 
and he sees no way in which any 
South American dissatisfaction 
to 
such aid, can be met. 
Senator McMaster of South Dako­ 
ta. another farm bloc man. Is here 
in the interest of getting increased 
duties on corn as -soon as he can. 
He believes Mr. Coolidge is sympa­ 
thetic to the proposal and expects 
the chief executive to act on an in­ 
crease as soon as conditions warrant.

$1, McMaster says. South American 
importation usually reach 7,000.000 
or 8,000.000 bushels a year.

HE trunk highways are the basis of our trans­ 
portation system. We can’t trade unless we 
have good transportation* Ask any farmer or 
merchant about that 
Minnesota has pretty good roads, and her citi­ 
zens take advantage of them. In fact* we have found it neces­ 
sary to Ute them to much that it cotftt unreatonahle tumt to hoop 
them reatonably passable. 


Consequently, we must adopt a better plan for 
improving our highways—particularly those that carry the 
heaviest traffic. Here are tome figures that show what we are fe n d ­ 
ing—the yearly cott of a mile of pavement on Trunk Highway No. 
IO and the yearly coit of a mile of gravel on Trunk Highway No. 5i

The figures cover the calendar year of 1927, on 
No. IO from Minneapolis to Wayzata, and on No. 5 from 
Shakopee to the Bloomington Bridgo. The former carried aa aver­ 
age of 6,418 vehicles per day, yet it wat al way t in perfect condi­ 
tion, rain or thine. The latter carried 2,755 vehiciet per day, lets 
than half at many as the pavement, yet it wat choppy and tlippery 
in wet weather, and rough, rutty and dutty in dry weather. 


There are hundreds of miles of gravel roads in 
Minnesota where the traffic is so heavy that they break down 
in wet weather and become rough and dutty in dry weather. Yet 
the money spent for maintenance would pay both the interett and 
depreciation on pavement. It would save road money, but it would 
eave trill more to the road uter. 


Isn’t it about time to stop cheating ourselves out 
of the benefits of paved roads? 
There is a simple* sensible way to do this. We 
can take advantage of our constitutional right to issue bonds* 
and thereby get enough money to pave those highways which need 
it, at once. 


Our present income from license fees and gaso­ 
line tax is sufficient to pay off the interest and principal of the 
bond issue, and in addition, to maintain the mileage where gravel 
surface will be satisfactory. 


In other words, we are now paying for paved 
roads— but we do not have them where we 
need them. 
Why not change our system—— 
and get the paved roads at once?
